- MR, ARCHIBALD FORBES ON THE 
WAR.. 


On.the 19th inst. Mr Archibald Forbes, 
war correspondent ofthe Daily News, gave 
a lecture on his personal experiences in that 
capacity ‘in the Dome, Brighton, in the 
preaonce of a large and fashionable audience, 
among whom were Lord-Elcho, Col. Penton, 
and a number of volunteer and milit 
officers. Major-Gen. Shute, M.P., resided, 
and introduced the lecturer as one of the 
best, if not the best, of our war correspon- 
dents. Mr Archibald Forbes had gained his 
thilitary knowledge in one of the best of our 
cavalry regiments, and by his endurance, 
‘eat pluck, and descriptive powors and 
terary accomplishments: had .attained hia 
present high ‘position. Mr Forbes was 
cordially received. After apologising for 


want of voice, caused by indisposition, 


resulting from his late ‘attempt. to pursue 
his: adventurea.aa wor correspondent, Mr 
Moston Twonseded to levture upon what com- 
ped~the leading episodes of what fell under 
notice in regard to the crossing of the 
Danube, the battle of Shipka. Pass, and the 
battles of Pleyna: He commenced by re- 


presenting what he considered should be the: 


ideal: of & perfect war correspondent, one of 
the principal important features being that 
he ‘should -be thorotghly conversant with 
every forcign language. He, however, was 
not master of any foreign language, and had 
therefore to make his: way with somo few 
soraps of bad German and rudimentary 
French jumbled together. Mr ¥orbes then 
traced tho hard Inbour he had to undergo 

d the escapes he had to encounter before 
he ‘was enabled to present his credentials, 
and be_officially installed as a war corre~ 
spondent at the Russian head-quartera, 
where they wore designated by numbers, 
like ticket-of-leave men, He spoke of the 
generous way in which the Russian staff 
soted towards correspondents, and drew a 
icture of the scenes of slaughter ond 
loodshed he had witnessed, He desoribed 
the horrors of the. Shipka Pass, and of the 
various sorties and battles which had taken 
place on the heights of Plevns,. He-por- 
frayed tho difflonitios a wor correspondent 
to encounter to prevent being taken as 
a spy; paid a high compliment to the 
patience, gallantry, and. endurance of both 
the Russisn ‘and ‘Turkish -soldiery,.: but 
operat a ‘very ‘poor: Opinion. of. the 
Bulgarians, whom he described. as both 
treacherous and cowardly, In..the course 
of ‘a .variety of amusing and interesting 
anecdotes, he gave a description of,his in< 
terview with the Emperor at the Russian 
head-quarters, the courteous manner in 
whioh he was received, and the interest 
which the Czar took in him when he 
informed bis. Majesty that he had been on 
English cavalry soldier. At the conclusion, 
a vote of thanks to the lecturer. was proposed 
uy General Shute, who read. a letter’ from 
eneral-W. Calthorpe expressing regret that 
illness prevented his being. present to second 
it.- The resolution was carried unanimously 
amidst applause.’

reasons, Europeans generally avoid the 
tociety of Chinese; for instance, in the 
aus ct atone on, paren ae 
teameors, the Fo .proferred (at any 
rate by ladies) to the Kiakiang or Powan, 
solely becatise the-saloon of the former 
“steamer is xeserved for foreigners alone, 
whilo those of the other two are open to 
all. alike;.and the susceptibilities of the 
more refined European’ gers are 
constantly’ shocked by the unpleasant 
behaviour of’. theix Obineso fellow-travol- 
era “In his own. home, or at a public 
vestaurant, the Chinese gentleman 
amokes between the courses of his din- 
ner; and so, indeed, do many Europeans, 
but not Englishmen, to whom the pre- 
agnt question specially refers, His ser- 
vants’ hands are almost always unplea- 
santly dirty ; they pour back the droge 
of wing atthe bottom of every cup into

' Englishmen. sometimes forget the chi- 
a their forefathers, pe ourselves 
witnessed only the other. day on the 
Grand Stand of the Hongkong race- 
course, when a ‘Chinese lady was publio- 
ly treated with shameful rudeness, and 
tarned out of aseat she had quite a right 
to ocoupy (unless thare is a system .of 
reserved places) aa any European lady on 
the ground.. It is:a question, we: allow, 
whether her’ friends ‘were ‘ wise in send- 
‘ing her there in the present unsettled 
state of our eocial relationships ; and she 
herself committed. an error, in sheer ig- 
noranoe of foreign prejudices, when she 
allowed herself to’ bé accompanied by an 
amah who wore neither shoes nor stock- 
ings ; but nothing ‘can - justify the rade 
and almost violent treatment to which, 
she wos there subjected. Let us quote 
a fow lines from Mark Twain's Innocents 
at Home, where, after some ten lines of 
eulogistio reference to the Chinese, he 
goes on to say, “No Californian gentle. 
man or lady ever abused. or oppresses & 
Chinaman, under any circumstances . . . 
Only the soum.of the population do it 
they and. their children ; they and, 
naturally and consistently, the policeman 
and politicians, likewise, for these are 
the dust-licking pimps and slaves of the 
soum, there as well as elsawherein Ame- 
rica.” From which unpleasant theme 
we will now fly off at a tangent to 
certain Chinese municipal customs and 
regulations; many of which: may possi- 
bly be unknown and perhaps inter- 
esting to our réaders, forming as they 
do one of the chief causey why the 
wealthy Chinese of Hongkong do not 
take Apa residence permanently on 
the island, but seem rather to prefer 
returning to China or establishing them- 
selves at Macao, It is impossible to 
believe that the Chinese do not appreciate 
the luxury of broad and well-kept streets 
ag compared. with the: narrow alleys or 
filthy ‘roadways of Canton and Peking, 
Yet with this advantago: comes a great 
deal of municipal restraint to which they 
ere unaccustomed in their own. cities, aa 
well.as a total subversion of all their 
re-conceived notions of street etiquette, 
hey ‘are not faa to fling their 
garbage out at their own front: doors, to 
fire crackerg at’ impossible hours of the 
day and night, to'burn piles of paper in 
dangerous proximity. to all kinds of com- 
buatibles, to.store gunpowder. and make 
fireworks in .the hearb of 8. crowded 
thoroughfare, to indulge in .gonging and 
drum hing aud many othernuisances which 
Chinainen in China may cominit at their 
own sweet will, | They may. not, asin 
Ohina, refuge to‘asslst drowning people; 
nor are they. excused from certain duties 
of interference for the public good which 
occasionally - devolve upon individual 
citizens, They may not, as in Chins, 
obstruct the atresta almost. to the ae 
of im pazsibility with costermongor’s ata 

or ‘heavy dangling shop-sigus, leaving 
just room for two sedan-chairs to pass 
with about an inch to sparo.on either 
side, “Beggars are not allowed to mark 
down customers going into shops to make 
purchases, and then. to hurry in and 


‘beat a gong or swing about a dead cat 


until the shop-keeper is glad to got rid 
of his troublesome visttora at the price of 
afew cash. Then again Chinese street 
etiquette ia quite different from our own, 
a fact usually: ignored by blustering for- 
signers who march through a Chinese 
town as if the placo belonged to them, 
and not unfrequently complain that 
coolies-and others, will not “ get out of 
their way.” Now there isa graduated 
scale of Chinese street rights in this 
partioular respect, to whiob, aa being 
recognised by the Ohineso themselves, it, 
would be advisable for foreigners to pay 
some attention, In England it has been 
snocensfally maintained that the roadway
